On August 15, 1981.1] had the real experience of visiting 
Cape Cod. While leafing through some material prior to my trin, lI 
noticed a section of the Cape named "Marconi Station." Natur- 
ally, I could not amke the trir without stopping and visiting 
this Historic Site. Unfortunately, the only remaining ~remnanta 
of this Marconi landmark are some concrete bases, some old wooden 
poles and some rusted chain - all reminders of excitement, hard 
work and the ravages of the sea since only half the land once 
occupied by this great man remain -- the rest has been washed out 
to sea by erosion. 


We all owe a great deal tothis great man, Guglielmo Mar- 
coni, who, in 1895 produced a practical wireless tetegranh system 
He also produced the first trans-Atlantic wireless signal in his- 
tory on December 12, 1901 and patented the horizontal directional 
"serial" in 1905. How many knew he had an Irish Mother? 


At the Cane Cod Marconi Station 3 large gazebo with a 
model of the towers and antenna system he vsed is all that remains. 
Not many visitors bother with this historic site -- not many at 
all are even aware of its existence. All Italians shovld be proud 
of this great man's contribution, as well as note that while a- 
board the steamship "Philadelphia" bound for the United States, 
Marconi received signals sent for a distance of 3,358.° kilometers. 


Because we benefit from the man's great achievements in 
so many satisfying ways or "modes", make the "Marconi Station" a 
stop on your next visit to the "Cape."
